Ithaca, N. Y., March 29.—President 


J. G. Schurmau of Cornell university, 
who was head of the first Philippine 
commission, said: 
"Aguinaldo 
has 


shown that he possesses administra- 
tive gifts of high order, and just as 
soon as he follows his late colleagues 
in taking the oath of allegiance and 
accepting American sovereignty we 
should utilize his gifts in fulfillment 
of our task of governing the isles. 


German Opinion. 


Berlin, March 29.—German officials 


congratulate the United States upon 
the capture of Aguinaldo, and express 
their satisfaction that order will now 
be established in the Philippines since 
German trade had greatly suffered by 
reason of the war. 


«>eneral R«n*toii Give* Hit Vewiou of 


tlie Conception and Kxecution of 
the Coup Tfaat Kuded lu the Cnp> 
tiire of ib« Filipino Leader, .Mukiutc 
MU Interesting »tory. 
Washington, March 29. — General 


MacArthur has cabled additional de- 
tails of the capture of Aguinaldo. The 
most important statement in his cable- 
gram is as follows: 
"I hope for a 


speedy cessation of hostilities through- 
out the archipelago as a consequence 
of this stroke. As a result of confer- 
ences now in progress, it is probable 
that Aguinaldo will issue an address 
tidvising general surrender, delivery of 
arms and acceptance of American su- 
premacy." 


Manilla, March 29.—The capture of 


General Aguinaldo, on March 23, is 
told by General Funston as follows: 


The confidential agent of Aguinaldo 


arrived Feb. 28 at Bantagangan, north- 


I ern Luzon, with letter's dated Jan. 11, 


I 12 and 14. Funston secure'd the cor- 


I respondence of General Aguinaldo's 


i agent and laid his plans accordingly. 


I Some months previously he had cap- 
tured the camp of the insurgent gen- 
eral, Lacuna, incidentally obtaining 
Lacuna's seal, official papers and a 


1 quantity 
of signed correspondence. 


i From this material two letters were 
] constructed, ostensibly from Lacuna to 


Aguinaldo. 


His plans completed and approved, 


General Funston came to Manilla and 
organized his expedition, selecting 78 
Macabcbes, all of whom spoke Tagalog 
fluently, and five American army 
officers. 
With the Macabebe scouts 


were four ex-insurgent officers, one 
being a Spaniard and the other three 
Tagalogs. whom 
General 
Funston 


trusted implicitly. General Funston 
and the officers wore plain blue shirts 
and khaki trousers, and wore no in- 
signia of rank. 


On the night of March 8 the party 


embarked on the United States gun- 
boat Vicksburg. At 2 a. m. of March 
14 the Vicksburg put her lights out 
and ran inshore 25 miles south of Cas- 
iguran, province of Principe. The party 
landed and marched to Casiguan. The 
ex-insurgent officers, ostensibly com 
manding the party, announced that 
they were on the way to join Agui- 
naldo "between Pautobang and Baler; 
that they had surprised an American 
surveying party and that they had 
killed a number, capturing five. They 
exhibited General Funston and the 
other Americans as their prisoners. 


The insurgent presidente of Casigu- 


ran believed the story. Two of the 
Lacuna letters, previously concocted, 
were forwarded to Aguinaldo at Pala- 
nan, 
province of Isabella. General 


Funston and the others were kept im- 
prisoned for three days, surreptitiously 
giving orders at night. On the morning 
of March 17, taking a small quantity 
of cracked corn, the party started on 
a 90-mile march to Palanan, and on 
March 22 had reached a point eight 
miles from Palanan. 


Aguinaldo's household troops, 50 


men in neat uniforms of blue and 
white and wearing straw hats, lined up 
to receive the newcomers. General 
Funston's men crossed the river in 
small boats, formed on the bank and 
marched to the right and then in front 
of the insurgent grenadiers. The Ta- 
galos entered the house where Agui 
naldo was. 


Caught Unawares. 


Suddenly the Spanish officer, noti^ 


ing that Aguinaldo's aide was watch- 
ing the Americans suspiciously, ex- 
claimed. 
"Now, 
Macabebes, go for 


j them!" The Macabebes opened fire, 


but their aim was rather ineffective, 
and only three insurgents were killed. 
The rebeis returned the fire. On hear- 
ing the firing Aguinaldo, who evidently 
thought his men were merely celebrat- 
ing the arrival of reinforcements, ran 
to the window and shouted: "Stop that 
nonncnse; quit wasting ammunition." 


Hilario Plaoido, one of the Tagalog 


officers and a former insurgent major, 
who was wounded in the lung by the 
fire of the Kansas regiment at the bat- 
tle of Caloocan, throw his arms around 
Aguinaldo, exclaiming: 
"You are a 


prisoner of the Americans." 
Colonel 


! Simeon 
Villia, Aguinaldo's chief of 


I statf; Major Alambra and others at- 


i tacked the 
men 
who were holding 


I Aguinaldo. 
Placido shot Villia in the 


; shoulder. Five other insurgent officers 


fought for a few moments and then 
fled, making their escape. 


When captured, Aguinaldo 
wis 


greatly excited, but he calmed down 
under General Funston's" assurance 


j that he would be %veirtreated. General 


j Funston secured all' of Aguinaldo's 


correspondence, showing that he had 
kept in close touch with the subchiefs 
of the insurrection in all parts of the 
archipelago. It was also discovered 
that Aguinaldo, Jan. 28,' had proclaim- 
ed himself dictator. He had been liv 
ing at Palanan for seven months un- 
disturbed, except when a detachment 
of the Sixteenth infantry visited the 
town. On that occasion the entire 
population took to the mountains and 


remained then until th* troop* re- 
(fifed. Amlaaldo admitted thtthrHftd 
con** near to, beidc captured before. 
b«t-h« aasertiid tfcftt;he hlfr aforer M*n 
wounded, attain*:-"I: ihould neVer 
havo been taken accept- by a jtrate* 
gem; I wafc: completely deceived by 
Lacuna's forged signature." He feared 
he might be sent to Guam, and he was 
quite glad to come to Manilla. 


AOUINALDO'S FATE 


Still a Matter of Much Speculation. 


'Capture Discussed. 


Washington, March S3.—The war de- 


partment has not had time as yet to 
consider whether Aguinaldo la to be 
tried, and what punishment, if any, is 
to be meted out to him. The first ques- 
tion asked is whether Aguinaldo is to 
be tried as a military or as a civil of- 
fender. If he is to be regarded as hav- 
tag committed treasonable acts, or fo- 
mented insurrection against the Unit- 
ed States government, the trial would 
be of a civil character. The idea is 
entertained that he will be held as a 
prisoner without any definite determi- 
nation of his status, and perhaps in 
time be granted amnesty on condition 
that he leave the country. 


"Backbone Broken." 


Boston, March 29.-—General Nelson 


A. Miles said regarding the capture of 
Aguinaldo by General Funston: 
"In 


my opinion this will tend to settle all 
trouble in the Philippines. The capture 
of their leader is sure to dishearten 
Aguinaldo's followers, and although 
there may be more or less trouble for 
some time, with small bands in differ 
ent parts of the islands. I believe that 
the backbone of the trouble is broken." 
Hear Admiral Evans said: "I would 
not say that the capture of Aguinaldo 
will break the backbone of the trouble 
in the Philippines, because I believe 
that it is already broken, but it will do 
much toward bringing about a final 
settlement." 


Funston's Parents, 


lola, Kan.. March 29.—In the little 


farmhouse of Mr. and Mrs. E. H. Fun- 
ston, parents of General Funston, 
there is joy and pride that are too deep 
for words. Mr. Funston was working 
in a cornfield when told of the news. 
"Well, that is certainly gratifying," he 
exclaimed. "It certainly adds a crown- 
Ing glory to his career." Mrs. Funston 
was found at the house. She was nerv- 
ously excited over the news, her face 
beaming and her eyes dancing. She 
said: "I never lost faith in Fred's 
lucky star before, but I had a feeling 
this time that he was risking'life and 
everything on a high stake, and that 
the end would be" disastrous."- 


Dewey's Opinion. 


New York, March"^9.—Admiral Devr- 


ey, 'concerning the capture, 
sai'd: 


"Looking over the eventsf of- the • past 
two years I "am sometimes impressed 
with the idea that possibly the trouble 
with the Filipinos might have been 
avoided. I have no criticism for any- 
one, but it can "be seen now the Amer- 
icans who first went there hurt the 
pride of the Filipinos. If we had made 
a greater effort to flatter them it is 
possible the thing would have gone 
more smoothly, but I wish to say that 
at the beginning I don't believe Agui- 
naldo had any idea of independence at 
all. 
I believe that his capture means 


the end of organized resistance." 


Capture Not Important. 


Chicago, March 29.—Major General 


E. S. Otis, formerly in command of the 
army in the Philippines and now in 
command of the Department of the 
Lakes, expressed satisfaction over the 
capture of Aeuinaldo. "The influence 
of Aguinaldo has been waning for 
some time," said General Otis. "There- 
fore the importance of the capture is 
not so great as might be supposed. He 
has been a fugitive in hiding for so 
long that a large number of his fol- 
lowers have dropped away and a great 
majority of the people are tired of the 
whole thing—tired of being robbed and 
tired of the warfare." 


A Shame to America. 


Ionia, Mich.. March 29.—At the an- 


nual banauet of the Albert Williams 
club, ex-Senator Charles A. Towne of 
Minnesota was the chief speaker, his 
subject being "The Spirit of Democ- 
racy." 
"The Filipinos will continue 


to fight," he declared, "even though 
Aguinaldo has been captured. Fun- 
ston's raid is the outcome of treachery 
and shame to America." He declared 
that the country was never facing so 
great a crisis as now. He said there 
was no excuse for a standing army, 
and charged treachery on the part of 
America in the Philippines. 


Colonel Bryan's Comment. 


Lincoln, Neb., March 29.—W. J. 


Bryan gave expression to the follow- 
ing in discussing the capture of Agui- 
naldo: "While no one can predict with 
certainty the effect of his capture, it 
is possible it may put an end to the 
war for the present, but the objection 
to imperialism is not removed by me 
surrender of those who have been op- 
posing It in the Philippines. We can 
not administer an empire in the orient 
and maintain a republic in America."
